G.S.R. 430.— R/Admt.XL — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 40 of 
the misplaced Persons (Compcnsatirn and Rehabilitation) Act, 1954 (44 of 1954), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment to the 
Displaced Persons (Compensation and Rehabilitation) Rules, 1955, namely;. — 

In the said rules, for sub-rules (7) and (8) of rule 117, the following sub-rules 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(7) Where an order or notice sent by post is returned undelivered, or where 
the Settlement Officer or other authority is satisfied that there are 
reasons to believe that the order or notice cannot be delivered in 
the ordinary course, the Settlement Officer or other authority may 
direct that the order or notice may be served either — 

(a) by publication in one Issue of a newspaper having circulation In the 

area in which the person concerned is known to have last resided 
or to have earned on business; or 

(b) ( i ) by affixture of a copy of the same on a conspicuous part of the. 

property in relation to which the order or notice has been made 
or issued; and 

( ii) by beat of drum at sonic place on or adjacent to such property. 

(8) When an order or notice is s eryed as specified in clause (a) or clause (b) 

of sub-rule (7), a copy of such order or notice shall also be affixed in 
the office of the Officer or authority who made or issued the order 
or notice, as the case may be. 

(9) Where an order or notice is directed to be served in the manner specified 

in clause (a) of sub-rule (7), the date fixed for hearing shall not 
be earlier than the date on which the order or notice is published in 
the newspaper. 

(10) Where an order or notice is directed to be served in the manner specified 
in clause (b) of sub-rule (7), the date fixed for hearing shall not toe 
earlier than the date or dates on which the requirements laid down 
in that clause have been complied with.”
